No. 6/35/73-CS(I). — The Rules for a competitive 
examination to be held by the Union Public Service 
Commission in 1974 for the purpose filling vacancies in 
the following Services/posts are published for general 
information : — 

(i) Grade IV of the General Cadre (Assistants) of 
the Indian Foreign Service (B); 

(ii) Grade IV (Assistants) of the Railway Board 
Secretariat Service. 

(iii) Assistants’ Grade of the Central Secretariat 
Service; 

(iv) Assistants’ Grade of the Armed Forces Head- 
quarters Civil Service; and 

(v) Posts of Assistant in other departments /Organi- 
sations and Attached Offices of the Government 
of India not participating in the I.F.S.(B)/ 
Railway Board Secretariat Service/Central Se- 
cretariat Service/Armed Forces Headquarters 
Civil Service. 

A candidate may compete in respect of any one of 
more of the Services/posts mentioned above. He may 
specify in his application as many of these Services/posts 
as he may wish to be considered. 

N.B .— Candidates arc required to specify clearly the 
order of preferences for the Services/posts for which 
they wish to be considered. No request for alteration in 
the order of preferences for the Services/posts originally 
indicated by a candidate in his application, would be con- 
sidered unless such a request is received in the office of 
the Union Public Service Commission on or before 30th 
November 1974. 

2. The examination will be conducted by the Union 
Public Service Commission in the manner prescribed in 
Appendix IT to these Rules. 

The dates on which and the places at which the 
examination will be held shall he fixed by the Commis- 
sion. 
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■*3. A candidate must be either : — 

(a) a citizen of India or 

(b) a subject of Sikkim or 

(c) a subject of Nepal, or 

(d) a subject or Bhutan or 

(e) a Tibetan refugee who came over to India before 
the 1st January, 19&2, with the intention of 
permanently settling in India, or 

(f) a person of Indian origin who has migrated 
from Pakistan, Burma, Sri Lanka (formerly 
known as Ceylon) and East African countries 
of Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) 
with the intention of permanently settling in 
India. 

Provided that a candidate belonging to categories (c), 
(d), (e) and (f) above shall be a person in whose favour 
a certificate of eligibility has been issued by the Govern- 
ment of India. 

A candidate in whose case a certificate of eligibility is 
necessary may be admitted to the examination and he 
may also provisionally be appointed subject to the neces- 
sary certificate being given to him by the Government. 

4. No candidate who does not belong to a Scheduled 
Caste or a Scheduled Tribe or is not a resident of the 
Union Territory of Pondicherry or is not a resident of 
the Union Territory of Goa, Daman and Diu or Is not 
r, migrant from Kenya, Uganda and the United Republic 
of Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar) shall 
be permitted to compete more than two times at the 
examination. This restriction is effective from the exami- 
nation held in 1962. 

Note. A . — For the purpose of this rule, & candidate 
shall deemed to have competed at the examination once 
for all the Services/posts covered by the examination, if 
he competes for any one or more of the Services/posts. 

Note 2. — A candidate shall be deemed to have com- 
peted at tho examination if he actually appears in any 
one or more subjects, 

5. (a) A candidate for this examination must have 
attained the age of 20 years and must not have attained 
the age of 25 years on the 1st January, 1974 i.e., he must 
have been born not earlier than 2nd January) 1949 and 
not later than 1st January, 1954. 

(b) The upper age limit prescribed above will be 
relaxable : — 

fi) up to a maximum of five years if a cundidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe; 

(ii) up to a maximum of three years of a candidate 
is a bona fide displaced person, front erstwhile 
East Pakistan and had migrated to India on or 
after 1st January, 1964 but before 25th March, 
1971; 

(iii) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide displaced person 
front erstwhile East Pakistan and had migrated 
to India on or after 1st January, 1964 but 
before 25th March, 1971. 

(iv) up to a maximum of five years if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Pondi- 
eftery and has received education through the 
medium of French at some stage; 


(v) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Sri Lanka (formerly known as Ceylon) and has 
migrated to Indin on or after 1st November 
1964, under the Indo-Ceylon Agreement of 
October, 1964; 

(vi) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Sri Lanka (formerly known as 
Ceylon) and has migrated to India on or after 
1st November, 1964 under the Indo-Ceylon 
Agreement of October, 1964. 

(vii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is of Indian origin and has migrated from 
Kenya, Uganda or the United Republic of 
Tanzania (formerly Tanganyika and Zanzibar), 

(viii) up to a maximum of three years if a candidate 
is a bona fide repatriate of Indian origin from 
Burma and has migrated to India on or after 1st 
June, 1963; 

(ix) up to a maximum of eight years if a candidate 
belongs to a Scheduled Caste or a Scheduled 
Tribe and is also a bona fide repatriate of Indian 
origin from Burma and has migrated to India 
on or after 1st .Tune 1963; 

(x) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
or in a disturbed area, and released as a con- 
sequence thereof; 

(xi) up to a maximum of eight years in the case of 
Defence Services personnel, disabled in opera- 
tions during hostilities with any foreign country 
or in a disturbed area and released as a conse- 
quence thereof, who belong to the Scheduled 
Castes or the Scheduled Tribes; 

(xii) up to a maximum of three years, if a candidate 
is a resident of the Union Territory of Goa, 
Daman and Diu; 

(xiii) up to a maximum of three years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in 
operations during Indo-Pak hostilities of 1971, 
and released as a consequence thereof; and 

(xvi) up to maximum of eight years in the case of 
Border Security Force personnel disabled in 
operations during Tndo-Pak hostilities of 1971, 
and released as a, consequence thereof who 
belong to the Scheduled Castes or the Scheduled 
Tribes. 

SAVE AS PROVIDED ABOVE THE AGE LIMITS 

PRESCRIBED CAN IN NO CASE BE RELAXED. 

6. A candidate must hold a degree of any of the Univer- 
sities enumerated in Appendix I must possess any of the 
qualifications mentioned in Appendix I-A. 

Note I . — A candidate who has appeared at an examina- 
nation (he passing of which would render him eligible 
to appear at this examination but has not been informed 
of the result may apply for admission to the examination. 
A candidate who intends to appear at such a qualifying 
examination may also apply, provided the qualifying exa- 
mination is completed before the commencement of this 
examination, such candidates will be admitted to the 
examination, if otherwise eligible, but the admission 
would be deemed to be provisional and subject to can- 
cellation if they do not produce proof of having passed

Note III . — Candidate who are otherwise eligible but 
who have taken degree from foreign universities which 
are not included in Appendix I may also apply and may 
be admitted to the examination at the discretion of the 
Commission. 

7. No person 

(a) who has entered into or contracted a marriage 
with a person having a spouse living or, 

(b) who, having a spouse living, has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to service. 

Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied 
that such marriage is permissible under the personal law 
applicable to such person and the other party to the mar- 
riage and there are other grounds for so doing, exempt 
any person from the operation of this rule. 

8. A candidate already in Government Service, whether 
in a permanent or temporary capacity or as a work- 
charged employee other than a casual or daily-rated em- 
ployee must obtain prior permission of the Head of the 
Department to appear for the examination. 

9. A candidate must be in good mental and bodily 
health and free from any physical defect likely to inter- 
fere with the efficient discharge of his duties as an officer 
of the Service. A candidate, who after such medical 
examination, as may be prescribed by the competent 
authority, is found not to satisfy these requirements, will 
not be appointed. Only such candidates as are likely to 
be considered for appointment will be medically examined. 

10. Success in the examination confers no right to 
appointment, unless Government are satisfied, after such 
enquiry as may be considered necessary that the candi- 
date is suitable in all respects for appointment to the 
Service/post, 

11. The decision of the Commission as to the eligibility 
or otherwise of a candidate for admission to the exami- 
nation shall be final. 

12. No candidate will be admitted to the examination 
unless he holds a certificate of admission from the Com- 
mission. 

13. Candidates must pay the lee prescribed in 
Annexure I to the Commission’s Notice.

17. After the examination, the candidates will be

number of unreserved vacancies decided to be filled on 
the results of the examination;

18. The form and manner of communication of the 
result of the examination to individual candidates shall 
be decided by the Commission in their discretion, and the 
Commission will not enter into correspondence with them 
regarding the result. 

19. Due consideration will be given, at the time of 
making appointments on the results of the examination, 
to the preferences expressed by a candidate for various 
Services/posts, (cf, col. 26 of the application form). 

20. Appointments will be made on probation for 
period of two years. The period of probation may be 
extended, if considered necessary. 

21. Candidates will be required to pass a test in type- 
writing at a minimum speed of 30 words per minute in 
English or 25 words per minute in Hindi within a period 
of two years from the date of appointment to the 
Assistants’ Grade. In the event of their failure to pass 
the test within the prescribed periods they shall not be 
entitled to draw any further increments in the Assistants’
